Now Senator Curl is and Rop^ 
reaentatlve Carter of Okl.ilionia, whu 
like tlio t-^-iiator hns Indian blood In 
bis veins, have proutlBed to aid In a 
movement started by the Improved Or 
dar of Red Men of the United Statee 
for tho erection in Washington of a 
maaortal building to the American In 
dian to coat |MH>.000. The tribute, it 
ia propoaed. ahaii taka ttaa form of a 
atructure in which ara to b« kept auch 
relics of Indian huabandry. art and 
literature as may be contributed by as 
aoclatlons and ln<llvldiiala.

"This entlru country lias beon curved 
out of the domain of the rt',1 iiieii 
who, inaofar as tribal relatloas are 
concarnad, are rapidly paaaing away 
and aoon will ba margad Into ganeral 
coamopoiiian ciliaanahip of the coua 
try. It aeamn to me some auch m» 
mortal aa auggested where the relics 
of tli«?
